How  to  Prepare  Oriental 
Poppies  for  Bouquets 

The  newly  opened  flowers  or  buds 
showing  color  are  the  ones  to  cut.  Burn 
the  ends  of  the  stems  over  a  fire  until 
charred  an  inch  or  two.  Place  in  a  deep 
vase  of  cold  water  and  keep  in  a  cool 
dark  location  for  two  hours.  After  this 
they  may  be  arranged  in  bouquets  and 
will  keep  a  long  time  if  kept  in  fresh 
cool  water.
